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Steamers for fuel delivered on board their respective vessels by the Contractor pay one quarter of the 
contract price of the fuel so delivered, and at the end of the year or as soon after as it may be prac- 
ticable, balance the accouut and make a further advance to meet the expence of the second year upon 
an equitable adjustment, that is, that if on account of the first year advance has been made on a larger 

uantity of fuel than shall on winding up the year’s account appear to have been supplied the excess, 
shall be considered as part of the advance on account of the second year, when if any balance be due to 
Government from the Contractor on account of Monies paid to him, the same shall be deducted from 
the sum that may be due to the Contractor on one-fourth the value of fuel supplied by him or be other- 
wise recoverable as a debt. 

9,— Wood will not be received on Board the Government Steamers instead of Coal, but if the 
Contractor for that article fail in the supply, he shall be open to a prosecution by Government for 
breach of Contract, or if under any circumstances, Government shall permit the use of wood mstead 
of coal, the Contractor for coal shall be debited with the contract price of five maunds of wood for 
every maund of coal he may fail to supply. Should the Contractor for wood fail in his supply, and the 
Government Boat be obliged to consume coal instead, the Contractor shall for every maund of wood 
not supplied, pay to Government eight annas per maund, and it shall be lawful for Government to de- 
duct the amount of such forfeiture or fine from any balance of any unadjusted account remaining in 


their hands, or otherwise to sue for it on the Contract. 
10.—The Party whose Tender is accepted, will be required to enter into the usual Penalty bond 


for the due fulfilment of his engagement.

Sin,z—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
justant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
laud Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark ‘per Express,” and to 
keep within the dimited weight of two tolas ; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not 80 marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 

2d.—By the last Express 1 dispatched as usual 
anumber of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J] not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked.

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2—Parties must tender for each division separately, and be prepared for the acceptance of their 
offer for one division, and its rejection in another. No general tender will be accepted, but the same 
party may tender for both descriptions of fuel, and for more than one Division, specifying separately the 
rate for each. ‘The tenders must specify the rate per hundred bazar maunds of Coal or Wood. 

3.— The Coal must be the best Raneegunge, or equal to the best Raneegunge in quality, and twelve 
maunds of the Coal tendered, must be seut to the Steam Foundry at Kidderpore for trial, which, with

Sirn,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2a 
instant, 1 have the honor to suggest for your con. 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they deste their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Ixpress, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the @meéed weight of two tolas ; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 

2d.—By the last Express 1 dispatched as usual 
anumber of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had T] not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by pai- 
ties in Caleutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London Gencral Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are 80 marked. 

3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark © per Iuxpress” on letters 
excecding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched.

lity contracted for. 

4,~-The Wood must be dry, and recently felled, of the heaviest and best quality procurable, either 
of the trunks of trees or large branches of not less than 20 inches girth. It must be free from bark and 
cut into lengths not exceeding 3 feet and split into pieces, the girth of which shall not exceed 13 to 15 
inches; and both coal and wood must be protected from the rain and the coal from the sun also. The 
Contractor must undertake to deliver the fuel on board the Steamers by weight, and at the rate of one 
hundred maunds per hour under a penalty of two Goldmohurs for every hour of the Boat’s detention on 
this occasion beyond the time necessary to take in a certain quantity at the above rate.

On the other hand, it may happen, that from 
an increase in the number of Boats, or of voyages, or from other causes, the quantity now estimated 
may be insufficient; and the Contractor will be required to undertake that in such cases he will on three 
months” notice being given, meet a demand to any extent not exceeding twenty-five per cent. on the 
present estimate, and on the same terms of contract.

8 —Government will advance to the Contractor, under approved security, one half of the estimated 
outlay for fuel for one year, and will further on the production of receipts from Commanders of the 
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Steamers for fuel delivered on board their respective vessels by the Contractor pay one quarter of the 
contract price of the fuel so delivered, and at the end of the year or as soon after as it may be prac. 
ticable, balance the account and make a further advance to meet the expence of the second year upon 
an equitable adjustment, that is, that if on account of the first year advance has been made on a larger 
quantity of fuel than shall on winding up the year’s account appear to have been supplied the excess, 
shall be considered as part of the advance on account of the second year, when if any balance be due to 
Government from the Contractor on account of Monies paid to him, the same shall be deducted from 
the sum that may be due to the Contractor on one-fourth the value of fuel supplied by him or be other. 
wise recoverable as a debt. 

9,.— Wood will not be received on Board the Government Steamers instead of Coal, but if the 
Contractor for that article tal in the supply, he shall be open to a prosecution by Government for 
breach of Contract, or if under any circumstances, Government shall permit the use of wood instead 
of coal, the Contractor for coal shall be debited with the contract price of five maunds of wood for 
every maund of coal he may fail to supply. Should the Contractor for wood fail in his supply, and the 
Government Boat be obliged to consume coal instead, the Contractor shall for every maund of wood 
not supphed, pay to Government eight annas per maund, and it shall be lawful for Government to de- 
duct the amount of such forfeiture or fine fiom any balance of any unadjusted account remaining in 
their hands. or otherwise to sue for it on the Contract. 

10.—Fhe Party whose ‘Tender is accepted, will be required to enter into the usual Penalty bond 
for the due fulfilment of his engagement.

Act No. oF 1848. 
An Act for extending certain provisions of the Law 
relating tu professtonal Dacoits to other profes- 
sional Thieves and Rubhers. 


I. Whereas it is expedient to extend the provi- 
sions of the Law for the conviction of professtonal 
Dacoits to other professional ‘Chieves and Robbers: 


It is therefore hereby enacted, that whosoever 
shall be proved to have belonged either before or 
after the passing of this Act, to any Gang of nro- 
fessional Thieves or Robbers not being a Gang of 
Dacoits, either within or without the Territories 
of the East India Company, shall be punished with 
imprisonment with bard labour for any term not 
exceeding seven years, in any Jail within the said 
‘Territories. 

Ii. And it is hereby enacted, that any person 
accused of the offence of belonging to any such 
Gang as aforesaid, or of the offence of unlawfully 
and knowingly receiving or buying property stolen 
or plundered by any such Gang, may be commit- 
ted by any Magistrate within the Territories of 
the Kast India Company, and may be tried by any 
Court which would have been competent to try 
him if his offence had been committed within the 
Zillah where that Court sits.

Sir,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cautile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark «per Express,” and to 
keep within the «mited weight of two tolas ; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 


2d.—By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
anumber of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had ] not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta: buat Tintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 


3d.—-The public ought moreover to be most espe 


cially warned not to mark © per express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘Ibey will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Iuxpress. 


4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with a list of “ Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per :xpress,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Ixpress) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Ixpress.

It must be free from bark and 
cut into lengths not exceeding 3 feet and split into pieces, the girth of which shall not exceed 13 to 15 
inches; and both coal and wood must be protected from the rain aud the coal from the sun also. The 
Contractor must undertake to deliver the Fuel on board the Steamers by weight, aud at the rate of one 
hundred maunds per hour under a penalty of two Goldmohurs for every hour of the Boat’s detention on 
this occasion beyond the time necessary to take in a certain quantity at the above rate. 

5,—The Contractor will be required under penalty to maintain constantly in store fuel for three 
months estimated consumption. ‘The Government will not he pledged however, to take monthly or 
yearly the entire estimated quantity, as circumstances may occur to prevent the full quantity being 
required, such as the withdrawal of Boats from the line. On the other hand, it may happen, that from 
an increase inthe number of Boats, or of voyages, or from other causes, the quantity now estimated 
may be insufficient; and the Contractor will be required to undertake that in such cases he will on three 
months’ notice being given, meet a demand to any extent not exceeding twenty-five per cent. on the 
present estimate, and on the same terms of contract.

8,—~Government will advance to the Contractor, under approved security, one half of the estimated 
outlay for fuel for one year, and will further on the produetion of receipts from, Commanders of the 
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Steamers for fuel delivered on board their respective vessels by the Contractor pay one quarter of the 
contract price of the fuel so delivered, and at the end of the year or as soon after as it may be prac- 
ticable, balance the account and make a further advance to meet the expence of the second year upon 
an equitable adjustment, that is, that if on account of the first year advance has been made on a larger 
quantity of fuel than shall on winding up the year’s account appear to have been supplied the excess, 
shall be considered as part of the advance on account of the second year, when if any balance be due to 
Government from the Contractor on account of Monies paid to him, the same shall be deducted from 
the sum that may be due to the Contractor on one-fourth the value of fuel supplied by him or be other- 
wise recoverable as a debt. 

9.—Wood will not be received on Board the Government Steamers instead of Coal, but if the 
Contractor for that article failin the supply, be shall be open to a prosecution by Government for 
breach of Contract, or if under any circumstances, Government shall permit the use of wood instead 
of coal, the Contractor for coal shall be debited with the contract price of five maunds of wood for 
every maund of coal he may fail to supply. Should the Contractor for wood fail in his supply, and the 
Government Boat be obliged to consume coal instead, the Contractor shall for every maund of wood 
not supplied, pay to Government eight annas per maund, and it shall be lawful for Government to de- 
duct the amount of such forfeiture or fine from any balance of any unadjusted account remaining in 
their hands, or otherwise to sue for it on the Contract.

Act No. —— or 1848. 
An Act for extending certain provisions of the Law 
relating to professional Dacoits to other profes- 
sional Thieves and Robbers. 


I. Whereas it is expedient to extend the provi- 
sions of the Law for the conviction ot professional 
Dacoite to other professional ‘Thieves and Robbers: 


lt is therefore hereby enacted, that whosoever 
shail be proved to have belonged either before or 
after the passing of this Act, to any Gang of pro- 
fessional Thieves or Robbers not being a Gang of 
Dacoita, either within or without the Territories 
of the East India Company, shall be punished with 
imprisonment with hard labour for any term not 
exceeding seven yeats, in any Jail within the said 
Territories, 

If. And it is hereby enacted, that any person 
accused of the offence of belonging to any such 
Gang as aforesaid, or of the offence of unlawfully 
and knowingly receiving or buying property stolen 
or plundered by any such Gang, may be commit- 
ted by any Magistrate within the Territories of 
the East India Company, and may be tried by any 
Court which would have been competent to try 
him if his offence had been committed within the 
Zillah where that Court sits. 

IiJ. And it is hereby enacted, that no Court 
shall on the trial of any offence under this Act 
require any Futwa from any Law Officer.

Order of the 25th October 1822, providing for 
the issue of wholesome meat to the European 
‘Troops, the Right Hon’ble the Governor General 
in Couneil is pleased to promulgate the following 
additional Rales, which are to be considered ap- 
plicable to all descriptions of Provisions tendered 
by the Commissiariat or its Contractors, for the 
use of the Soldier in health or sickneas. 


Whenever any portion of the rations, or diet, 
tendered for a Co:ps or Hospital is deemed objec- 
tionable, and the Contractor declines exchanging 
them forthwith, the Commanding Officer should 
immediately assemble a Regimental Committee 
for the purpose of inspecting them. 


Should the Regimental Committee be of opi- 
nion that the articles are unfit to be issued to the 
men, the Report of the Committee is to be at once 
sent to the Executive Commissariat Officer, with 
aview to his immediate attendance, care being 
taken that the Rations are meanwhile kept in a 
shady place, under charge of a Sentry. 


Should the Commissariat Officer on inspection 
of the condemned articles coincide in opinion 
with the Regimental Committee, he will imme- 
diately require the Contractor to substitute fresh 
rations, and in the event of his failing to do so, 
within a reasonable time, the Commissariat Officer 
will supply the deficiency at the cost of the Con- 
tractor. 


If, on the other hand, the Commisaariat Officer 
should be of opinion that the articles objected to, 
by the Regimental Committee ought to be issued, 
he will forthwith apply to the Officer Command- 
ing the Station for a Special Committee, which 
should, when practicable, be composed of Officers 
not under the rank of Captain, with one or more 
Medical Officers, and the decision of which Com- 
mittee is to be considered fiaal. 
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In ull cases of condemnation of Provisions, the 
Committee Reports should shew whether the 
articles are deemed of inferior quality only, or 
decidedly unwholesome; and when pronounced 

ositively unwholesome, whether by a Regimental 

Committee, the opinion of which is concurred in 
by the Commanding and Commissariat Officers, or 
by a Station Committee subsequently convened 
mn accordance with the foregoing Rule, the Provi- 
sions are instantly to be destroyed in the presence 
of the Committee. 


Whenever it may happen that from sickness or 
other unavoidable cause, the Commissariat Officer 
is unable to proceed to the Lines or Hospital of 
a Corps to inspect rations condemned by a Regi- 
mental Committee, a Special Station Committee 
isto beat once applied for, and the condemned 
articles are under no circumstances to be sent to 
the Commissariat Officer’s quarters for inspection 
previous to the assembly, of the Station Com- 
mittee. 

The above additional Rules are to have effect 
from the date of the expiry of the present con- 
tracts, and all Officers concerned will be held 
strictl) and-invariably responsible for the obser- 
vance of them. 


No, 86 of 1848.—The Right Ufon'ble the Go- 
vernor General in Council having taken into his 
consideration the opinions of a number of Medical 
Officers experienced in the treatment of Furopean 
Tioops, in regard to the introduction of [’unkahs 
in Kuropean Barracks, i3 pleased to promulgate 
the following Rules for their supply and mainte- 
nance. 


Punkahs shall be supplied at the expense of the 
State to the Barracks occupied by European Troops 
at the different stations in the Plains under this 
Presidency, to be pulled night and day, during the 
hot season. 


The sum of Rupees (25) Twenty-five a month, 
per Company; and in proportion to the Regulated 
Strength per ‘Troop, will be granted by Govern- 
ment towards the expense of maintaining Estab- 
lishments for pulling Punkahs; any additional ex- 
penditure that may be necessary for pulling them, 


being defrayed by the Canteen lund. 


The Punkah Pullers will be entertained at the 
commencement of the hot season, and discharged 
at the close of the rains, by Station or other Oider, 
by the Officer Commanding, based on the Report 
of a Committee, one Member of which should, if 
possible, be a Medical Officer. Commanding Of- 
ficers are enjoined to assemble such Committees 
whon it may appear necessary. 


The amount chargeable to Government will be 
paid by the Executive Officer to Commanding 
Officers of Regiments, monthly, and at detached 
Stations, to the Officer Commanding the Detach- 
ment or Company, and brought forward in the 
Monthly Current Bills, to which should be attached 
the receipts from those Officers. 


To prevent accidents from breaking of Punkah 
ropes, the Executive Officer will see that the 
hanging ropes are examined occasionally, and if 
necessary, he will at once supply new ropes, sup- 
porting the charge by an order from the Com- 
manding Officer. 


Commanding Officers will take measures to pre- 
vent clothes or other articles being hung on the 
Punkahs, and Punkah ropes, and take precautions 
to exact a proper proportion of labor from the 
Punkah Pullers, who should be placed under the 


orders of Non-Commissioned Officers, a3 well to 
see that they perform their duty, as to protect them 
from ill usage. 


Libraries, Canteens, and Main Guard, may be 
supphed with Punkahs, but on the distinct under- 
standing, that no excess beyond Rupees (25) 
‘Twenty-five per Company, will be defrayed by 
the Government. 


The Military Board will take immediate mea- 
sures for putting up the requisite number of Pun- 
kahs, leaving the position of them to be determin- 
ed by the Regimental Officers.

2.—Parties must tender for each division separately, and be prepared for the acceptance of their 
offer for one division, and its rejection in another. No general tender will be accepted, but the same 
party may tender for both descriptions of fuel, and for more than one Division, specifying separately the 
rate for each. The tenders must specify the rate per hundred bazar maunds of Coal or Wood. 

3.— The Coal must be the best Raneegunge, or equal to the best Raneegunge in quality, and twelve 
maunds of the Coal tendered, must be sent to the Steam Foundry at Kidderpore for trial, which, with 
the exception of two maundsg, will be lost to those whose tenders are not accepted, two maunds will be 
returned if sent for within one week of notice being giyen of the result of the tenders of the Coal sent 
by the party or parties whose tender is accepted, two maunds will be retained as a muster of the qua- 
lity contracted for. ~ 

4,— The Wood must be dry, and recently felled, of the heaviest and best quality procurable, either 
of the trunks of trees or large branches of not Jess than 20 inches girth. It must be free from bark and 
cut into lengths not exceeding 3 feet and split into pieces, the girth of which shall not exceed 13 to 15 
inches; and both coal and wood must be protected from the rain and the coal from the sun also. The 
Contractor must undertake to deliver the Fuel on board the Steamers by weight, and at the rate of one 
hundred maunds per hour under a penalty of two Goldmohurs for every hour of the Boat’s detention on 
this occasion beyond the time necessary to take in a certain quantity at the above rate. 

5.—The Contractor will be required under penalty to maintain constantly in store fuel for three 
months estimated consumption. The Government will not be pledged however, to take monthly or 
yearly the entire estimated quantity, as circumstances may occur to prevent the full quantity being 
required, such as the withdrawal of Boats from the line. On the other hand, it may happen, that from 
an increase in the number of Boats, or of voyages, or trom other causes, the quantity now estimated 
may be insufficient; and the Contractor will be required to undertake that in such cases he will on three 
months’ notice being given, mect a demand to any extent not exceeding twenty-five per cent. on the 
present estimate, and on the same terms of contract. 

6.—The Clause requiring that fuel for three months shall always be maintained in store, will not 
be in forge during the last three months of the term of the contract, but at the expiration of the con- 
tract, Government will take over or transfer to new Contractors such quantity or quantities of fuel as 
miay remain in the Depots to the extent of two months’ supply at the contract price. 

7.—Should the Contractor fail to provide coal equal to the muster, or wood not of the best quality, 
such failure shall be considered a breach of Contract, and in such case it shall be lawful for Govern- 
ment through their Officers or other persons to provide good and approved fuel at the expense of the 
Contractor. 

8—Government will advance to the Contractor, under approved security, one half of the estimated 
Outlay for fuel for one year, and will further on the production of receipts from Commanders of the 
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Steamers for fuel delivered on board their respective vessels by the Contractor pay one quarter of the 
contract price of the fuel so delivered, and at the end of the year or as soon after as it may be prac. 
ticable, balance the account and make a further advance to meet the expence of the second year upon 
an equitable adjustment, that is, that if on account of the first year advance has been made on a larger 
quantity of fuel than ahall on winding up the year’s account appear to have been supplied the excess, 
shall be considered as part of the advance on account of the second year, when if any balance be due to 
Government from the Contractor on account of Monies paid to him, the same shall be deducted from 
the sum that may be due to the Contractor on one-fourth the value of fuel supplied by him or be other. 
wise reeoverable as a debt. 

9.—Wood will not be received on Board the Government Steamers instead of Coal, but if the 
Contractor for that article fallin the supply, he shall be open to a prosecution by Government for 
breach of Contract, or if under any circumstances, Government shall permit the use of wood instead 
of coal, the Contractor for coal shall be debited with the contract price of five maunds of wood for 
every maund of coal he may fail to supply. Should the Contractor for wood fail in his supply, and the 
Government Boat be obliged to consume coal instead, the Contractor shall for every maund of wood 
not supplied, pay to Government eight aunas per maund, and it shall be lawful for Government to de. 
duct the amount of such forfeiture or fine from any balance of any unadjusted account remaining in 
their hands, or otherwise to sue for it on the Contract. 

10.—The Party whose Tender is accepted, will be required to enter into the usual Penalty bond 
for the due fulfilment of his engagement.

land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the dmeted weeght of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 
2d —By the last Express I dispatched as usual 
a number ot Overland Letters, not especially 
matked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
pomntment would have been experienced by par- 
ties im Caleutta ; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so matked. 
3d —The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark * per Express’ on letters 
exceeding tivo tolus in weight, because such ietters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘lhey will invariabiy be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Icxpress. 
4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring

2—DParties must tender for each division separately, and be prepared for the acceptance of their 
offer for one division, and its rejection in another. No general tender will be accepted, but the same 
party may tender for both descriptions of fuel, and for more than one Division, specifying separately the 
rate for each, “he tenders must specify the rate per hundred bazar maunds of Coal or Wood. 

3.— The Coal must be the best Raneegunge, or equal to the best Raneegunge in quality, and twelve 
maunds of the Coal tendered, must be sent to the Steam Foundry at Kidderpore tor trial, which, with 
the exception of two maunds, will be lost to those whose tenders are not aecepred, two maunds will be 
returned if sent for within one werk of notice being given of the result of the tenders of the Coal sent 
by the party or parties whose tender 1s accepted, two maunds will be retained as a muster of the qua- 
lity contracted for. 

4.— lhe Wood must be dry, and recently felled, of the heaviest and best quality procurable, either 
of the trunks of trees or large branches of not legs than 20 inches girth.

shall be considered as part of the advance on account of the second year, when if any balance be due to 
Government from the Contractor on account of Monies paid to him, the same shall be deducted from 
the sum that may be due to the Contractor on one-fourth the value of fuel supplied by him or be other- 
wise recoverable as a debt.

Fort William, Home Department, Legislative, 
the 26th February, 1848. 
The following Act passed by the Governor Gene- 
ral of India in Council on the 26th of February 1848 
is hereby promulgated for general information. 


Act No. IL. or 1848. 

An Act to confer certain powers and privileges on 
the Commissioners for the Improvement of the 
Town of Calcutta, and to provide for the execu- 
tion of certain publie works by them. 


Whereas by Act No. XVI. of 1847, it was 
amongst other things enacted, that the whole pro- 
ceeds of the rates and taxes therein aforesaid, after 
paying all establishments and incidental expences 
should, together with such monies as the Govern- 
ment of Bengal, with the sanction of the Governor 
General in Council, might direct to be paid over to 
the Commissioners for the Improvement of the 
Town of Calcutta therein aforesaid, be applied by 
them to the following purposes, viz. 

Formation of Tanks and Aqueducts for the con- 
veyance of water to all parts of the Town. 


Opening of Strects and Squares in crowded parts 
of the ‘Town. 

Filling up Stagnant Pools of Water and remov- 
ing obstructions to the free circulation of air. 


Lighting and Watering the Roads and Streets. 


Cleansing and repairing the same and the drains 
of the said ‘Town. 


And improving and embellishing the said Town 
generally. 


And whereas for the effectual accomplishment 
of the purposes aforesaid it is expedient that the 
said Commissioners should be empowered to ap- 

oint a Clerk and a Surveyor and other necessary 
cers, and that the said Commissioners and their 
said Clerk and their said Surveyor and other Offi- 
cers should exercise powers interfering with the 
rights and property of individuals : 


I. It is therefore hereby enacted, that the said 
Commissioners shall, subject to confirmation or dis- 
allowance by the Governor of Bengal, nominate 
and appoint fit and proper persons to be their 
Surveyor and Clerk and other necessary Officers, 
who shall receive such salaries as to the Governor 
of Bengal shall seem meet. 


If. And it is hereby enacted, that for the pur- 
pose of constructing one or more Aqueducts for 
bringing pure and wholesome water to the Town of 
Calcutta from any place without the local limits of 
the jurisdiction of Her Majesty’s Supreme Court of 
Judicature, it shall be lawful, whenever a plan for 
an Aqueduct shall have been approved by the 
Governor of Bengal, for every Commissioner, and 
for the Surveyor and Clerk to the Commissioners 
with such Assistants as they may require, to exer- 
cise in the construction of such eae through- 
out the line of country through which such Aque- 
duct is to run, all the powers which by this Act it 
is lawful for them to exercise within the said Jocal 
limits, and which may be necessary for the con- 
struction of such Aqueduct without being subject 
to any action or molestation whatever for so doing. 
And it shall also be lawful for any Magistrate of 
any district through which the said Aqueduct is to 
run, in furtherance of the construction of such 
Aqueduct, to do such acts, and he is hereby requir- 
ed to do such acts as it is by this Act lawful for a 
Magistrate of the Town of Calcutta to do, and as 
he is by this Act required to do in furtherance of 
any work to be executed by the said Commissioners 
within the said local limits. 


III. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners instead of exe- 
cuting any of the works which by this Act they 
are authorized to execute, by themselves, their Ser- 
vants and Assistants, to execute the same by con- 
tract with any individual or Company who may be 
willing to undertake the same, and in that case it 
shall be lawful for such individual or such Com- 
pany to exercise and enjoy all the powers and 
privileges which by this Act it is lawful for the 
said Commissioners to exercise and enjoy in the 
execution of any such work. 


IV. And it is enacted, that if in carrying into 
execution any of the powers or authorities of this 
Act any house, building or other hereditament 
shall be damaged or otherwise prejudicially affect- 
ed, the said Commissioners shall make good such 
damage and pay to the Owner and Occupier of 
such house, building or other heroditament such 
amount of compensation for such injury as shall be 
agreed upon between such Owner and Occupier, 
and the said Commissioners, and if such Owner or 
Occupier, and the said Commissioners cannot agree 
as to the amount of such compensation and the 


proportions thereof to be paid to such Owner and 
Occupier respectively then the amount of such 
compensation, and also the proportions which the 
persons claiming the same are entitled to shall be 
settled and recovered by arbitration or the verdict 
of a Jury to be summoned and returned in the 
manner provided in Act No. XXII. of 1847, enti- 
tled an Act to enable the Commissioners who niay be 
appointed under Act No. XVI. of 1847, to purchase 
real or personal property for the Improvement of 
the Town of Calcutta. 


V. And it is enacted, that if any person at any 
time shall obstruct7or molest the said Commission- 
ers or any Clerk, or Surveyor, or other Officer, or 
any workman, or other person employed by them, or 
any person or Company with whom they may have 
contracted under the provisions of this Act, or any 
person employed by them in the performance and 
execution of their or his duty, or any thing which 
they are respectively required or authorized to do 
by virtue, or in consequence of this Act, every 
such person so offending shall for every such 
offence on conviction betore a Magistrate, forfeit 
and pay any sum not exceeding Fifty Rupees. 


VI. And it is enacted, that every Commis- 
sioner and the Surveyor, and Clerk to the Com- 
niissioners, with such Assistants as they may 
require, shall for the purposes of this Act, have full 
power and authority at all seasonable hours in the 
day time to enter, or to direct his subordinate 
Officers to enter into and upon any land or tene- 
ment, and in and upon the land on which any 
house, building or other erection is built or build- 
ing, or intended to be built, and into and upon any 
buildings or any part thereof without being liable 
to any action at Law or Suit in Equity, or any 
other legal proceedings or molestation whatsoever 
for or on account of such entry, or of any thing 
done or to be done in any part thereof i. pursuance 
of this Act. Provided that none of the persons 
abovementioned shall enter upon any lands or 
tenements which may be occupied at the time 
unless with the consent of the occupier thereof, 
without previously giving the said occupier reason- 
able notice of his or their intention to do so. 


VII. And it is enacted, that the management 
and controul over all and every of the strects, 
public ways and public thoroughfares of every kind 
and description within the said ‘Town of Calcutta 
existing at the time of the passing of this Act, and 
of all parts of the said ‘Town which shall hereafter 
become streets, public ways or public thoroughfares 
of any kind or ieenecon, and the pavements and 
other materials therein, and all erections and 
buildings, materials, implements or other things 
provided for the said streets, public ways and 
public thoroughfares by or under the authority of 
the Government of Bengal, or by the Magistrates 
of Calcutta, or by the said Commisssioners, shall 
be the property of, and are hereby vested in the 
said Commissioners as Trustees. 


VIII. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for the said Commissioners with the consent and 
approbation of the Government of Bengal to pave 
and water such of the streets, public ways and 
public thoroughfares existing in the said Town at 
the time of the passing of this Act, or at any 
future time as they shall think fit. 


IX. And it is enacted, that the said Commis- 
sioners shall keep in sufficient repair every street, 
public way and public thoroughfare existing in the 
said Town at the time of passing this Act, or at an 
future time, and shall be liable to be indicted for 
not sufficiently repairing the same. 


X. And it is enacted, that if any person shall 
displace, take up or make any alteration in the 
pavements, flags or other materials of any foot or 
carriage way in any street within the said Town 
without the consent in writing of the said Commis. 
sioners, or of their said Surveyor, or shall cause 
any obstruction to, or make any encroachment 
upon any street in the said Town, any such person 
so offending shall for every such offence on convic- 
tion before a Magistrate forfeit and pay a sun not 
exceeding lifty Rupees. | 

XI. And whereas it is essential to the health 
and convenience of the inhabitants that straight 
and spacious streets and thoroughfares should be 
continned where they have been begun, and should 
be opened at convenient and suitable distances 
where such do not at present exist so as to perfo- 
rate the mass of buildings within the said Town in 
straight lines as nearly as may be from South to 
North, and from East to West, crossing each other 
at right angles, and from South Fast to North 
West and from South West to North East, cross- 
ing the straight lines abovementioned diagonally 
with large open spaces forming squares or circles 
at convenient and suitable distances from whence 
the said streets may conveniently diverge in lines 
without interruption to the river and to the open 
country without the said Town so far as the com- 
pletion of such plan may be practicable and where 
not entirely practicable upon a plan as nearly ap- 

roaching to such plan as may ie And whereas 
it is also expedient and necessary that the narrow 
lanes and gullys which compose the greater part of 
the said Town inhabited by the Native inhabitants 
should be converted into such straight and spacious 
strects and thoroughfares formed as abovemen- 
tioned due regard being had to the compensation of 
Owners of houses, buildings and grounds, which 
may be required to be vested in the said Commis- 
sioners for any such purposes as aforesaid : 


It is enacted, that as soon as may be after the 
passing of this Act, the said Commissioners shall 
‘ause plans to be made by their said local Surveyor 
and by other competent Surveyors, shewing the di- 
rection and breadth of such streets and thoroughfares, 
and the situations and dimensions of such open spaces 
to forin squares or circles as aforesaid, which in 
their opinion shall be the most suitable for carry- 
ing into effect the abovementioned objects, keeping 
in view the salubrity of the said Town, the conveni- 
ence of communication within the same, and the 
economy with which the said improvements may 
be carried into execution, together with estimates 
of the expence of the necessary works and estimates 
of the probable value of the houses, buildings and 
grounds, which it will be necessary for the said 
Commissioners to purchase for these purposes, and 
the said Commissioners shall select from the plans 
which shall be so furnished to them the one which 
they, or a majority of them, shall consider the best 
and most eligible, and shall transmit to the Secre- 
tary to the Government of Bengal, the said plan 
and the resolution of the Commissioners thereupon 
for the consideration of the said Governor of Ben- 
gal, and upon the said Governor signifying through 
the said Secretary by writing, signed by the said 
Secretary, his approval of such plan, the said Com- 
missioners shall proceed with all convenient speed 
to carry the same into execution so far as the funds 
at their disposal, and the circumstances under 
which the works are to be carried into execution 
will allow, in conjunction with the other improve- 
ments contemplated by this Act, and in case the 
said Governor shall signify his disapproval of the 
plan so submitted to him, the said Commissioners 


shall cause another plan to be drawn by the same 
or any other competent Surveyor, which plan shall 
in like manner be submitted by the said Commis- 
sjoners to the said Governor, and so from time to 
“me until such plan shall be finally approved of 
iy the said Governor, and as soon as may be after 
such final approval of the said Governor shall be 
intimated to the said Commissioners as aforesaid, 
the said Commissioners shall proceed to carry the 
said plan 80 approved into execution with all such 
convenient speed as aforesaid. 

XII. And it is enacted, that the said plan 
having been so submitted to and having been ap- 
proved by the said Governor as aforesaid, the said 
Commissioners shall proceed in conformity with 
the provisions of Act No. XXIL. of 1847, with the 
purchase of such houses, buildings and grounds as 
it may be necessary to purchase for the execution 
of such plan, and shall upon such purchase being 
completed give orders to their said local Surveyor 
to proceed with the said works without further re- 
ference to the said Governor. 


XIII. And whereas it is essentially necessary 
to the salubrity of the said Town to make provi- 
sion for the effectual sewerage and drainage of the 
same : 

It is enacted, that as soon as conveniently may 
be after the passing of this Act the said Com- 
juissioners shall ‘ause their said Surveyor to make 
a careful survey of the whole of the said Town, 
and in an accurate and distinct report to be framed 
by hin to state what in his opinion are the defects 
of such sewerage, works and drains as shall at that 
time exist therein, and what alterations of the same, 
and what new main and other sewers and drains 
are necessary and proper for the effectual draining 
and clearing of the whole of the said Town, and 
what reservoirs, engines, sluices, penstocks and 
other works are required for properly flushing and 
cleansing out such sewers ae drains, and at and 
from what places such drains and sewers respec- 
tively ought to commence, in what precise direction 
they are to be conducted, and at what places res- 
pectively they ought to terminate. 


XIV. And whereas it is of the most essential 
importance that all the inhabitants of the said 
Town should be supplied with good and wholesome 
water for drinking and for domestic purposes to 
the utmost extent that the local and other circum- 
stances of the said Town will permit, and especially 
that the poorer inhabitants thereof should be so 
supplied with water; and whereas supplies of water 
are also required for the efficient and wholesome 
cleansing and watering of the streets, and cieans- 
ing the main and other sewers and drains which 
muy be constructed or maintained under the pro- 
visions of this Act: 

It is enacted, that the said Commissioners shall 
at the same time cause their said Surveyor to report 
upon the existing supplies of water in the said 
Town, the sufficiency or insufficiency of such supply 
for all the several purposes aforesaid, and the health- 
ful or palatable aiiality as watcr for drinking of 
every description of water so supplied, or which the 
said Surveyor shall recommend in future to be sup- 
plied, and with a view to test the accuracy of his 
report upon this latter subject the said Commission- 
ers shall cause such water or waters to be analysed 
and reported on by competent Chemists and Medical 
men, and the said Surveyor shall also state in his 
report from what point on the River Hooghly, North 
of Calcutta, water in sufficient quantity can be con- 
veyed into the Town for the domestic purposes of 
the said inhabitants, and for the efficient and whole- 
some cleansing and watering of the said streets, and 


cleansing the main and other sewers and drains 
which shall or may be constructed and maintained 
under the provisions of this Act, and shall state 
whether in his opinion one supply of water from 
one place can be commanded adequate to all these 
several purposes, and from what distance and at 
what probable expence, and what reservoirs, 
engines, sluices, canals, aqueducts, pipes and other 
works, and of what respective dimensions are re- 
quired for the adequate and abundant supply of 
such water for all such purposes as aforesaid. 


XV. And for carrying into effect the purposes 
aforesaid it is enacted, that all sewers and drains, 
together with all buildings and other works, mate- 
rials and things therewith connected, and all canals, 
aqueducts, tanks and wells provided for or lawfully 
applied to public use, and which are not the pio- 
party of any private person er persons, together 
with all buildings, engines, works, materials and 
things therewith connected existing in the said 
‘Town at the time of the passing of this Act, or 
which hereafter shall at any time be constructed 
and made therein whether constructed at the cost 
of the said Commissioners or otherwise, and the 
entire management and controul over the same, 
subject to the provisions hereinafter contained, shall 
be the property of, and are hereby vested in the 
said Commissioners as such Trustees as aforesaid. 

XVI. And it is enacted, that the said Commis- 
sioners shall cause to be constructed and made 
such and so many sewers and drains, and such 
and so many reservoirs, canals, aqueducts, en- 
gines and other works, and to be laid such and so 
many water pipes as shall in the opinion of the said 
Commissioners be necessary and proper for the 
effectual draining and cleansing of the whole of the 
Town aforesaid, and for the properly flushing and 
cleansing out such sewers in and under or across 
all or any of the streets and ways whether dedi- 
cated to the public use or not, roads and other 
places within the said Town, and if needfal 
through and across all under ground cellars and 
vaults which they may find under any of the sarl 
streets, ways, roads or places, doing as little damage 
as may be, and also to cause sach and so many rings 
and openings to be made or left in the sides of the 
said sewers as will be sufficient for the making or 
branching any drain or drains from any or all of 
the houses built, and which may probably be built 
adjoining or near thereto into any of the said 
sewers as the said Commissioners shall think fit 
necessary and expedient for that purpose; and in 
case it shall be found necessary for completing any 
of the aforesaid works to build, carry or continue 
the same in into or through any enclosed lands or 
other place not being « public way, it shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners to build, carry 
or continue the same in into or through the said 
lands or other places accordingly, and the said 
Commissioners may and shall cause such sewers 
to communicate with and empty themselves into 
any public river, stream, canal or water-course, 
or to cause the refuse from such sewers to be con- 
veyed by an appropriate channel to the most con- 
venient site for its deposit, collection and sale, and 
its application as manure for agricultural pur- 
poses or otherwise as they shall deem most expe- 
dient, but so that the same shall in no case become 
a public nuisance or annoyance to the neighbour- 
hood, and all such sewers, water-courses, canals, 
reservoirs and other works and premises shall be 
the property of and are hereby vested in the said 
Commissioners, and shall be at all times under the 
care, control and management of the said Commis- 
sioners and of their Surveyor and Officers. 


XVII. And it is enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners shall have authority from time to time 
as they shall see fit, and they are hereby required 
to widen, deepen, embank, alter, arch over, amend, 
clean and scour out all or any of the sewers within 
the said ‘Town as may be necessary, and also to 
cleanse and drain off into any sewers or otherwise 
abate all stagnant pools, ditches, tanks and other 
receptacles of foul water and filth existing within 
the said Town, whether the same be the private 
property of any person or persons or otherwise, 
and further in cases in which any of the eaisting 
or future sewers vested in the said Commissioners 
shall from any cause whatever appear to the said 
Commissioners to have become useless or unneces- 
sary, it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners 
if they shall think fit so to do to take up, stop, fill 
in and discontinue such old sewers in such mian- 
ner that the same shall not be or become a nui- 
sance or annoysnce to the neighbourhood. 


XVIIL And it is enacted, that before begin- 
ning tu dig or lay the foundations of any new 
house within the said Town, or to re-build any 
house therein, and also before making any drain 
for the purpose of draining water dircetly or in- 
directly from any Jand or tenement into any 
sewer under the jurisdiction of the said Com- 
missioners, fourteen clear days notice in writ- 
ing shall be given to the Clerk to the said Com- 
missioners by delivering the same to him, or 
Jeaving it at his office by the person intend- 
ing to build or re-build such house, or to make 
such drain, and every such foundation shall 
be laid at such level as the said Surveyor of 
the said Commissioners shall direct, and every such 
branch drain shall be made in such direction, man- 
ner and form, and of such materials and workman- 
ship as the said Surveyor shall order, and the 
making of every such drain shall be under the 
survey and control of the said Commissioners ; and 
in default of such notice, or if such building or 
drain shall be begun or made without or in any 
respect contrary to any order of the said Surveyor, 
or of the provisions of this Act, it shall be lawful 
for the said Commissioners to cause such building 
to be demolished, and to cause such drain to be 
relaid, amended or remade as the case may require, 
and tu cause the expenses thereof to be nae and 
repaid to them from and by the Owner thereof in 
the manner hereinafter provided. | 


XIX. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for any person at his own expence to make or 
branch any drain into any of the sewers vested in 
the said Commissioners, or authorized to be made 
by virtue of this Act, or otherwise acquired by the 
suid Commissioners, such drain being made of such 
a size and in such a manner of communication in 
all respects as the said Surveyor of the said Com- 
missioners shall direct or appoint, and for that pur- 
pose to take up and remove so much of the pave- 
ment and other materials of any street, as may be 
required unless the said Commissioners shall con- 
sent and agree which they are hereby authorized 
to do to form so much and such portion of such 
drain as shall lead from the point of communication 
in such sewer to the extremity of such street, and 
in case any person shall make or branch any drain 
into any of the said sewers so vested in the said 
Commissioners, or authorized to be made under 
and by virtue of this Act of a larger size, or in a 
different manner and form of communication than 
shall be directed or appointed by the said Survey- 
or, every person so offending shall for every such 
offence forfeit and pay on conviction before a Ma- 
pistrate a sum not exceeding Fifty Rupees. 


XX. And whereas it would tend to insure 
greater efficiency and economy in the execution f 
works if the same were executed by persons unde 
the jmmediate direction and controul of the Sur. 
veyor of the said Commissioners, it is enacted, ing 
it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners to egy. 
tract and agree with the Owners of any houses o, 
other tenements within the said Town, that any 
drains required to he made by such Owners shal) 
be constructed and made by the Surveyor of thy 
said Commissioners, and the cost price of making 
such drains (as certified by the said Surveyor oF 
the said Commissioners) shall be repaid by such 
Owners to the said Commissioners, and in default 
of such payment the same may be recovered in the 
manner hereinafter provided. 


XXL. And whereas the noxious eflluvia exhal. 
ing from gully holes of sewers and drains has been 
found to be injurious to health, and it is therefore 
expedient that some provision should be made in 
respect thereof to obviate the same, it is enacted, 
that the said Commissioners and the Owners of any 
private drains in the Town aforesaid, shall by pro- 
viding proper traps or other coverings, or by ven- 
tilation, or by such other ways and means as shal] 
be practicable for that purpose effectually prevent 
the efiluvia of sewers and drains from exhaling 
from gully holes, gratings or any other openings 
whatsoever of drains or sewers In strects or other 
places, and in case the Owner of any private sewer 
or drain shall neglect or delay so to do, the Sur- 
veyor of the said Commissioners shall give him 
notice effectually to prevent the cflluvia of such 
sewer or drain from so exhaling, and if the same 
shall not be effectually done by such Owner within 
ten days after such notice shall have been given 
him, the said Surveyor shall forthwith provide and 
apply proper traps or other coverings, or such other 
means as aforesaid so as effectually to prevent such 
effluvia from exhaling and the expence incurred 
thereby shall be paid by the Owner of such sewer 
or drain to be recovered in manner hereinafter 
mentioned. 

XXII. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall 
be lawful for the said Commissioners and their suid 
Surveyor, and they and he are hereby required 
when any of the streets, public ways or public 
thoroughfares, vested iu them shall be under repair, 
or where any sewers or drains are making, or shall 
be under repair to take proper precautions against 
danger by shoreing up and protecting the ad- 
joining houses, and to fix and place, or cause to be 
fixed and placed such, and so many bars, chains 
or posts across, or in any of the said streets, public 
ways or public thoroughfares to prevent the pass- 
ing and repassing of carriages, carts or other vehi- 
cles, cattle or horses during the time of such works 
and repairs being carried on, as shall be necessary 
and proper, and the said Commissioners and their 
said Surveyor shall cause any sewer or drain or 
other works during the construction or repair 
thereof by them to be well and sufficiently lighted 
and attended by fit and proper persons during the 
mee to prevent accidents, and if any person shall 
take down, alter or remove any of the said bars, 
chains or posts, or extinguish any light attached 
to or connected with the said bars, chains or posts 
without the authority or consent of the Surveyor 
of the said Commissioners, every such person 80 
offending shall for every such offence forfeit and 
pay on conviction before a Magistrate any sum not 
exceeding Fifty Rupees. 

XXII. And it is enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners shall with a due regard to the conveni- 
ence and the preservation of the health of the in- 


habitants of the said Town give strict orders to 
their said Surveyor to cause, and their said Sur- 
yeyor shall duly cause all the streets, ways, tho- 
roughfares and alleys thereof whether dedicated to 
the use of the public or not, together with the foot 
avements or footpaths from time to time to be pro- 
erly swept and cleansed, and all dust, dirt and 
ith of every sort which may be found thereon to 
be collected and removed therefrom, and all the 
soil ashes, rubbish and filth to be taken and carried 
away from the houses and premises of the inhabi- 
tants of the said Town at convenient hours and 
times, and shall cause all or any of the privics and 
cesspools within the sud Town to be cleansed and 
emptied in a sufficient and proper manner as shall 
he required, and that the said Surveyor shall from 
time to time give public notice on what days, at 
what times in every week the said strects, public 
wavs and public thoroughfares shall be swept and 
cleansed, and such dirt, dust and night soil, rub- 
ish, filth and ashes carried away, and how and in 
what manner the saine shall be carried away and 
where the same shall be deposited, and shall give 
such orders and directions as to the said Surveyor 
acting under the orders and control of the said 
(Commissioners shall appear proper and necessary, 
and it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners 
to purchase or lure any carts, carriages and other 
machines, and also any horses or cattie for the bet- 
ter executing and performing any of the above 
duties. 

XXIV. And it is enacted, that the dirt, dust, 
night soil and filth to be so collected from the said 
streets, thoroughfares, alleys, footways, privies, 
sewers and cesspools, and all the dust, ashes and 
rubbish to be collected, taken and carried away 
from all and every of the houses and elsewhere 
within the said Town shall be the property of the 
sail Commissioners, and are hereby vested in them ; 
and the said Commissioners shall have full power 
to sell and dispose of the same through their said 
Clerk or Surveyor for the purpose of this Act as 
they shall think proper, and the money arising 
from the sale thereof shall be applied for the pur- 
pose of this Act, and the person purchasing the 
same shall have full power and authority to take, 
carry away and dispose of the same for his own 
proper use and benefit. 


XXV. And it is enacted, that it shall be law- 
ful for the said Commissioners for the purpose of 
watering the said streets, public ways and public 
thoroughfares in the said Town to sink wells and 
lay, erect and place pipes, conduits and pumps in 
any of the said streets, public ways or public tho- 
roughfares, and to provide any other apparatus 
proper for that purpose, and to remove and alter 
the same when and as the said Commissioners shall 
think proper, and it shall be lawful for the said 
Commissioners, and they are hereby required to 
excavate and provide a sufficient number of spaci- 
ous and convenient tanks or sufficient runs of water 
through the suid Town for the inhabitants to bathe 
in at suitable and proper times and in suitable and 
proper places as may ae serve to unite the health 
and comfort of the labouring population with public 
decency, making due allowance for the habits and 
customs of the country. 


XXXVI. And it is enacted, that it shall be law- 
ful for the said Commissioners, and they are here- 
by required from time to time to make such Bye- 
laws as they shall think fit for all or any of the 
purposes following, that is to say, 


For preventing nuisances in any streets or near 
thercto and effecting cleanliness therein. 


_ For making regulations for the registering and 
Inspection of slaughter houses and mnarkets, and 
for keepin the same ina cleanly and proper state, 
and for removing filth therefrom at least once in 
every twenty-four hours, and for requiring that 
they shall be provided with a sufficient supply of 
Water. 

For the punishment of persons selling unwhole- 
some meat, fish, veeetables, sweetmeats and crain, 
tor the food of man, and for sel4ing and condemn- 
ing the same. 

For regulating the duties of scavengers, and for 
regulating the management of urinals and privies. 

Mor making regulations for cleansing filthy and 
unwholesome dwellings. 

For supplying private houses with water from 
the public reservoirs. 

Por making regulations to prevent persons bath- 
ing and washing their bodies in tanks and water 
courses provided for the domestic uses of the inha- 
bitants of the said Town and to limit the hours of 
bathing in the tanks and water-courses provided 
for the purpose of bathing in such manner as shall 
appear to ihe said Commissioners necessary to the 
health, cleanliness and comfort of the labouring 
population. 


For enforcing upon the inhabitants of tho said 
Town the performance of such acts and the absti- 
nence from such acts as an enlightened regard to 
the health, cleanliness and decency of the said 
Town ought to induce them to perform and to ab- 
stain from due consideration being had for the feel- 
ings, inanners and customs of the various races of 
which the said inhabitants consist. 

For ascertaining and fixing what pecuniary pe- 
nalties shall be incurred by persons breaking such 
Bye-laws. Provided always, that no such last 
mentioned penalty shall exceed for any one offence 
the sum of }ifty Rupees, nor in case of continuing 
nuisance the sum of Five Rupees for every day 
during which such nuisance shall be continued and 
unremedied., 


XXVIII. And it is enacted, that no Bye-iaw 
made under the powers for that purpose herein 
last contained shall be of any force until the same 
shall have been laid before the Governor of the 
Presidency of Fort William in Bengal and his ap- 
probation thereof, and that of the Governor Gene- 
ral in Council, shall have been certified to the said 
Commissioners under his hand by the Secretary to 
the Government of Fort William in Bengal, nor 
until the expiration of forty days after the same 
Bye-law shall have been published once in two of 
the Calcutta Newspapers, and a copy of such Bye- 
law with a declaration thereon, signed by the 
Clerk to the said Commissioners that the same has 
been approved by the said Governor and published 
In two Newanapets as aforesaid with the date of 
such publication, shall be received as evidence of 
such Bye-law, and of the approval and publishing 
thereof ag aforesaid in all Courts of Law and Equi- 
ty and before all Mayistrates. 


AXVIUY. And it is enacted, that all Bye-laws 
made in pursuance of this Act shall be printed, 
and a copy thereof shall be posted up and continue 
so posted in the Office of the Clerk of the said Com- 
missioners, and copies thereof shall be delivered to 
any person who may apply for the same on pay- 
ment of such sum as the said Commissioners shall 
think fit not exceeding Four Annas. 


XXIX. And it is enacted, that all the had 
sions hereinafter contained relative to offences 
against this Act punishable upon summary convic- 
tion shall be taken to apply to all offences commited 


in breach of any Byc-law made by the said Com- 
missioners by virtue of this Act. 


XXX. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for the said Commissioners to direct any prosecu- 
tion for any public nuisance whatsoever, which 
shall be permitted or suffered within the said 
Town, and to order proceedings to be taken for 
the recovery of any penaltics and for the punish- 
ment of any persons offending against the provi- 
sions of this Act, and to direct and order the ex- 
pences of such prosecutions and other proceedings 
to be paid and borne by and out of the funds placed 
at the disposal of the suid Cuiumissioners under 
the provisions of this Act. 


XXXII. And it is enacted, that it shall be law- 
ful for the said Commissioners to sue and be sued, 
to prefer any bill of indictment or information, or 
to take any other proceeding against any person 
who shall steal, take, or carry away, or wilfully 
deface or injure auy property, articles, or thing 
belonging to the said Commissioners, and in every 
such case it shall be sufHeient to state generally 
the property, article, or thing, in respect of which 
such proceeding shall have been taken, to be the 
property of the said Commissioners. 


XXXII And it is enacted, that nothing in 
this Act contained shall be construed to render 
lawful any act or omission on the part of any per- 
son which is or but for this Act would be deemed 
and adjudged to be a nuisance at Common Law, 
nor to evcinpt any person guilty of a nuisance at 
Common Law from prosecution or action in res- 
pect thereof. Provided always, that if any person 
convicted of an offence under this Act shall have 
paid the whole amount adjudged to be paid under 
such conviction, and the costs thereof in every such 
case he shall be released from all further or other 
criminal proceedings for the same offence. 


XXXII. And it is enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners, and they are 
hereby empowered with the consent and approba- 
tion of the said Governor and subject to the res- 
trictions hereinafter contained, to cuntract and 
agree with any person or persons for supplying the 
saul Town or any part thereof with water for the 
purposes of this Act, and with the like consent to 
agree, with any person having and willing to dis- 
pose of the same, for the absolute purchase for any 
purpose which the said Commissioners shall think 
necessary for obtaining and protecting such supply 
of water as aforesaid, of any water-works, streams 
or waters, lands, tenements, casements, heredita- 
ments, fixtures, machinery, or other property, or 
to take a lease thereof for any term of years and 
subject to such conditions as shall be agreed upon 
between the parties, and also with the like consent 
and approbation to grant to any person or persons 
contracting to supply the said teen or any part 
thereof, with water, a lease for any term not 
exceeding twenty-one years, of any water-works, 
machinery, streams, waters, lands, tenements, ease- 
ments, rights, privileges and advantages belonging 
to or acquired by or which may belong to or be 
acquired by or be vested in the said Commissioners 
under any of the powers or authorities in this Act 
contained so as to enable such person or persons go 
contracting the more effectually and efficiently to 
procure and supply water in pursuance of any such 
contract or agreement, and every such lease so to 
be granted by the said Commissioners may be made 
subject to such conditions and stipulations as to 
the supplying water for the purposes of this Act, 
or any of them as may be agreed upon between 
the respective parties thereto. Provided always, 


that no lease or contract made in pursuance of the 

owers hereinbefore contained shall be valid op 
effectual for any’ purpose whatsoever unless the 
said Governor’s approval of the same shall be tes. 
tified by writing endorsed on such lease or contract 
under the hand of the Sccretary to the Govern. 
ment of Bengal. 


XXXIV. And it is enacted, that if it shall be 
necessary or advantageous for the purpose of carry- 
ing into execution any plan or mode of supplying 
water to the said Town that the said Commissioners 
should avail themselves of any of the powers in 
this Act contained which authorize the said Com- 
missioners or their Lessees to take or enter upon 
lands without the consent of the Owners anJ 
Occupiers thereof for the purpose of constructing, 
improving or enlarging any water-works then, and 
in every such case, the said Commissioners shall 
cause a map or plan to be prepared on a scale of 
not less than one inch to one hundred feet describing 
the sources from which any supplies of water are 
intended to be procured, the situation of the in- 
tended water-works and the line and course of 
any intended aqueducts, conduits, tunnels, pipes or 
other channels for conveying water to or frum the 
suid intended source of supply and the lands 
through which the saine respectively are intended 
to be carried, together with a book of reference 
containing the names of the Owners or reputed 
Owners, Lessees or reputed Lessees and Occupiers 
respectively of any lands intended to be taken tor 
the purpose of erecting any works thereon, or to 
be used for the purpose of carrying any tunnels, 
pipes, channels or water-works through the same, 
and one copy of such plan and book of reference 
shall be deposited in the Office of the Clerk to the 
said Commissioners, and shall be open at all rea- 
sonable times there to the inspection of all parties 
interested therein, and another copy of such plan 
and book of reference shall be furhished to the said 
Surveyor of the said Commissioners, and notice of 
such intended works and of the place in which such 
plan is deposited shall be given by the said Com- 
missioners to all parties interested in any Jands 
intended to be taken or used for any of the above 
purposes, through which it 1s intended to carry any 
tunnels, pipes, conduits or other works, or to such 
of the said parties as shall after diligent enquiry be 
known to the said Commissioners, and such notice 
shall also be published in two or more of the 
Calcutta Newspapers at least once in each of two 
successive weeks. 


AXXV. And it is enacted, that as soon as 
may be after the expiration of one Calendar month 
from the date of the last publication of such notice 
the said Surveyor shall give notice by publication 
in such Newspapers in manner aforesaid that he 
will within one week from the dato of the last of 
such publications attend upon such lands and point 
out to such as may meet him there and desire to 
be informed thereof the line and course of such in- 
tended aqueducts, conduits, tunnels and pipes, and 
the situation of such intended reservoirs, tanks and 
water-works, and he shall accordingly attend 
at the time and place named in the said notice, and 
shall then and there point out the same and all 
persons who shall deem themselves interested in 
the matter or likely to be aggrieved thereby shall 
be entitled to be heard by themselves, their Coun- 
sel, Attornies or Agents, and to adduce such wit- 
nesses as they may think necessary before the said 
Commissioners, and the said Commissioners shall 
report the evidence taken before them, and the 
plans and book of reference and the report of the 
said Surveyor, together with their opinion thereon 


to the said Governor and thereupon it shall be 
tawful for the said Governor to disallow or to au- 
thorize the taking of the lands specified in such 

lan, and required to be taken or used for the pur- 
yoses aforesaid, or any of them without the consent 
of the owners and other persons interested therein 
subject in the latter case to such regulations and 
orders as the said Governor shall think necessary 
to justice and not inconsistent with the objects of 
this Act, and when and so soon as the said Go- 
yernor, if he shall so determine, shall signify his 
approval thereof to be testified under the hand of 
the said Secretary in manner aforesaid then the 
said Commissioners shall and may proceed to carry 
such plan into execution. 


XXXVI. And itis enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners, subject to the 
restrictions hereinafter contained, from time to 
time to make, construct, lay down, maintain, alter 
or discontinue such water-works, steam enyvines, 
water-wheels, reservoirs, cisterns, tanks, aque- 
ducts, cuts, channels, conduits, engines, waste- 
gates, stop-gates, stop-cocks, sluices, banks, bridges, 
pipes, tunnels, machinery and other works upon 
the lands hereby authorized to be purchased and 
taken by the said Commissioners as shall be neces- 
sary or proper for obtaining water and supplying 
the same to the inhabitants of the said Town. 


XXXVIT. Provided always, and it is enacted, 
that the said Commissioners in erecting and making 
the said water-works and the said reservoirs, cuts, 
channels, aqueducts, tunnels or other works upon 
lands taken under the compulsory powers herein- 
before contained shall not deviate to any greater 
distance than the limits of the deviation as marked 
in the said plan, nor into the lands of any person 
not mentioned in the said book of reference with- 
out his previous consent in writing unless the name 
of such person shall have been omitted by mistake, 
and the fact that such omission proceeded from 
mistake and that such deviation ought to be allow- 
ed shall be certified under the hand of such 
Surveyor. 


XXXAVITT. Provided also, and it is enacted, 
that nothing in this Act contained shall authorize 
oy empower the said Commissioners or their lessees 
by virtue of the compulsory powers of purchase 
hereinbefore contained except in the case of any 
Jand expressly taken for forming any reservoir or 
erecting any steam engine or other works thereon, 
to acquire or obtain any greater mglt or interest 
in any lands or premises through or within which 
any of the said pipes, culverts, aqueducts or tun- 
nels are intended or may be required to be laid 
than a right of laying the said pipes, culverts, 
aqueducts or tunnels thercin, and of entering 
thereon from time to time when requisite to renew, 
amend, repair and examine the same. 


XXXIX. And it is enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners subject to the 
restrictions in this Act contained to enter upon the 
lands of any corporation or person adjoining to or 
being within the distance of one hundred yards of 
the works by this Act authorized to be made or any 
part thereof, and not being a garden, orchard, plan- 
tation or ground planted and set apart as a yes 
for trees, for the purpose of depositing upon suc 
lands or any part thereof any soil, peaval: sand, lime, 
brick, stone, or other materials, or for any other 
purposes connected with the formation of the said 
Works without making any previous payment, 
tender or deposit, that the said Commissioners 
doing as little damage as may be in the exercise 
of the several powers hereby granted to them, and

making compensation for such temporary oceupa- 
tion or paren damage of’ the said lands to the 
Owners and Occupiers thereof from time to time, 
and as often as any such temporary occupation 
shall be taken or any such temporary damage 
done by the said Commissioners or other Officers, 
and making compensation to the Owners, also for 
the permanent injury (ifany) to such lands, and 
in case the parties differ respecting the amount of 
the compensation or the respective shares of several 
claimants of compensation, then and in every such 
cuse the said disputes respectively shall be settled 
and adjusted by arbitration or by the verdict of a 
Jury summoned and assembled in manner provid- 


ed in Act No. XX, of 1847. 


XL. Provided always, and it is enacted, that 
before it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners 
to inake any such temporary usu as aforesaid of the 
lands adjoining or lying near to the said works the 
said Commissioners shall and they are hereby re- 
quired tu give fourteen days’ notice of such their 
intention to the Owners and Occupiers of such 
jands, and to separate and set apart by saflicient 
fences so much of the lands as shall be required to 
be used as aforesaid from the other lands adjoining 
thereto. 

ALI. Provided always, and it is enacted, that 
the said Commissioners before entering any such 
adjoining lands for the purposes aforesaid, shall, if 
required by the Owners or Occupiers of such lands 
agree with such Owners or Occupiers for the pay- 
ment of a certain and fixed annual rent in respect 
thereof during the continuance of such temporary 
occupation, and the amount of such rent in case the 
parties differ shall be settled by arbitration or by 
the verdict of a Jury summoned and assembled in 
manner provided in Act No. XALL of 1847. 


XLII. And it is enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners shall and they are hereby required in 
forming any reservoir or works hereby authorized 
tu be made, and any tunnels or water-courses there- 
in or leading thereto at their own expense to make 
and provide a sutcient number of cons enient roads, 
ways, watering-places, wells, water-courses, drains 
and channels for the irrigation and for the use of 
the adjoining lands, and for irrigating the same in 
those parts where the present roads, ways, water- 
ing-places, wells, water-courses, drains and chan- 
nels shall and may be taken away or interrupted, 
injured or rendered inconvenient or useless by rea- 
son of the making of the said reservoirs or other 
works, and in case of any difference arising between 
the said Commissioners and the Owners of such 
adjoining lands such difference shall be settled by 
arbitration or by the verdict of a Jury summoned 
and assembled in manner provided in Act No. 


XXII. of 1847. 


XLVI. And it is enacted, that when the pave- 
ment or soil of any strect, public way or public 
thoroughfare, or any sewer or drain shall be opened 
or broken up by the said Commissioners or their 
Officers, or by any other person, they shall with all 
convenient speed complete the work on account of 
which the same shall have been broken up and fill 
in the ground and make good the pavement and 
soil, and the sewer or drain so opened or broken up 
and carry away the rubbish occasioned thereby, 
and shall in the meantime cause the place where 
such pavement or soil shall be so opened or broken 
up to be fenced and guarded and shall set up and 
maintain upon and against the part of the said 
pavement or soil so broken up or opened a suffici- 
ent light during every night whilst such pavement 
or soil shall be continued open or broken up. 


XLIV. And it is enacted, that all existing 
public cisterns, tanks, conduits, and other water- 
works used for the gratuitous supply of water to 
the inhabitants of the said Town shall be conti- 
nued, maintained and supplied with water by the 
suid Commissioners, and shall be vested in them 
and be under their management and control, and it 
shall be lawful tor the said Commissioners to crect 
and place any number of new cisterns, tanks, 
pumps, conduits or other water-works fur the sup- 
ply of water to the inhabitants of any street, court, 
alley, public way or public thoroughfare, or of 
any number of houses as they shall sce fit, or to 
erect the same in any public situation for the 
sratuitous use of any persons who may choose to 
carry water away for their private use but not for 


sale, and to supply with water any public baths - 


or wash houses that inay be established for the 
use of the poorer classes. 

XLV. And it is enacted, that ifthe said Com- 
missioners shall neglect or refuse to furnish a 
sufficient supply of water for domestic purposes as 
settled and arranged by the said Surveyor to the 
Owner or Occupier of any dwelling house rated to 
the rate hereinafter mentioned, it shall be lawful 
for such Owner or Occupier to deduct from the 
amount of such rate a sum equal to one-eighth 
part of the amount payable by him in each quar- 
ter for every two days in succession during which 
such neglect or refusal shall continue after notice 
in writing shall have been given to the Clerk of 
the suid Commissioners of the want of such supply 
unless the want of such supply shall arise from 
great drought or other unavoidable cause or acci- 
dent. 


XLVI. And in order to preserve the water to 
be supplied by the said Commissioners for the 
domestic use of the inhabitants of the said Town 
pure and wholesome, it is enacted, that every per- 
sun who shall wilfully or knowingly commit any of 
the following offences shall for every such offence 
forfeit and pay om suinmary conviction before a 
Mavistrate a sum not exceeding Fifty Rupees. 

1, Every person who shall bathe in any reser- 
voir, aqueduct or other water-works belonging to 
the said Commissioners, and provided by them for 
the domestic use of the inhabitants of the said 
‘Town, or shall wash or cause to be washed therein 
any wearing apparel, horse, dog or animal. 


2. Every person who shall throw, put or cast 
any gravel, stone, rubbish, dirt, filth or other 
nolsume or offensive matter or thing into any such 
reservoir, aqueduct or other water-works as afore- 
suid, or shall wash or cleanse therein any wool, 
leather or skin of any animal, or other foul or 
offensive matter or thing. 


3. Every person who shall cause or permit the 
water of any sink, sewer or drain, or any other 
offensive liquid matter or thing belonging to him, 
or flowing or being in any house or building, or 
upon any ground occupied by him to run drain or 
be conveyed into any of the springs, rivulets, 
reservoirs, aqueducts, pipes, or other water-works, 
belonging to the said Commissioners, or who shall 
commit or cause any other act. whatsoever, where- 
by the water of the said Commissioners shall be in 
any degree whatsoever fouled or corrupted. 


XLVII. And it is enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners, and they are 
hereby fi tes to provide a sufficient niu of 
lamps for lighting such purts of the said Town as 
the said Commissioners on the report of their said 
Surveyor shall consider to require the same, and 
shall keep the said lamps in fit order for public 


use, and shall keep and employ a sufficient number 
of persons to cleanse, prepare and light the same 
and shall also from time to time as shall be requir- 
ed, increase or otherwise alter the number of the 
said lamps, and shall renew such of the said lamps 
ax shall become broken or unfit for use so that al) 
the streets of the said Town which the said Com. 
missioners shall consider necessary shall be wel] 
and sufficiently provided with light from such hour 
in the evening of each day until such hour of the 
morning of each following day, as the said Com. 
missioners shall consider to be fit and proper and 
necessary, and the whole of the expence of the 
erection, repair, maintenance, cleansing and sup- 
plying with oil and wicks of each and every of the 
said lamps and of hghting and keeping lighted 
the same during such hours as aforesaid shall be 
borne and paid by the said Commissioners, 


XLVI. And it is enacted, that every person 
who shall wantonly or wilfully destroy, injure, de- 
face or disturb any of the said lamps or extinguish 
any light therein, or abstract or take away from 
any of the said lamps any oil or other matter or 
thing therein, or any part thereof without the 
order of the said Cominisgioners, or of their said 
Surveyor, shall forfeit and pay on conviction be- 
fore a Magistrate for every such offence any sun 
not exceeding 50 Rupees. 


ALIX. And it is enacted, that if any party 
shall have committed any irregularity, trespass or 
other wrongful proceeding in the execution of this 
Act, or by virtuc of any power or anthority hereby 
given, and if before action brought in respect 
thereof, such party shall make tender of sufficient 
ainends to the party injured, such last mentioned 
party shall not recover in any such action when 
brought, and if no such tender shall have been 
made, it shall be lawful for the defendant in such 
action by leave of the Court, where such action 
shall be pending at any time before issue joined to 
pay into Court such sum of money as he shall 
think fit, and thereupon such proceedings shall be 
had as in other cases where defendants are allowed 
to pay money into Court. 


L. And it is enacted, that in all cases where 
any damage, costs or expences are by this Act 
directed to be paid, and the method of ascertaining 
the amount or enforcing the paying thereof is not 
provided for, such amount in case of dispute, shal] 
be ascertained and determined by arbitration in 
like manner as is provided for proceeding by arbi- 
tration under Act No. XXII. of 1847, and if the 
partics cannot agree upon two persons as arbitrators 
or the arbitrators fail to pronounce their award as 
aforesaid then by any two Magistrates of Calcutta, 
and ifthe amount so ascertained be not paid by 
the said Commissioners or by the other party 
liable to pay the same, as the case may be, within 
seven days after demand thereof, the amount may 
be recovered by action of debt or on the case in 
Her Majesty’s said Supreme Court of Judicature. 


LI. And it is enacted, that the said Commis- 
sioners shall publish short particulars of the several 
offences for which any penalty is imposed by this 
Act, or by any Bye-laws of the said Commissioners 
affecting other persons than Officers or servants of 
the said Commissioners, and of the amount of every 
such penalty, and shall cause such particulars to be 
printed on a board or printed upon paper and 
pasted thereon in English and Bengallee, and shall 
cause such board to be hung up or affixed in some 
conspicuous place in the Office of the Clerk of the 
said Commissioners, and when any such penalties 
are of local application shall cause such boards to 


he affixed in some conspicuous place of the imme- 
diate neighbourhood to which such penalties are 
applicable or have reference, and such particulars 
shall be renewed as often as the same or any part 
thereof is obliterated or destroyed, and no such 
senalt shall be recoverable unless such particulars 
shall have been ‘ye and kept published in 
rhe manner hereinbefore required, or wantonly and 
maliciously obliterated or destroyed. 


LII. And itis enacted, that if any person shall 
ull down, break or deface any board put up as re- 
quired by this Act, or shall obliterate any of the 
letters or figures thereon, he shall forfeit and pay for 
every such offence a sum not exceeding 50 Rupees, 
and shall also defray the expenses attending the re- 
storation of such board. 


LIU. And it is enacted, that every penalty or 
forfeiture imposed by this Act, or by any Bye-law 
made in pursuance thereof, the recovery of which is 
not otherwise provided for may be recovered by 
summary proceeding before any Magistrate of Cal- 
eutta, and on complaint being made to any such 
Magistrate, he shall issue his summons requiring 
the party complained against to appear before him 
at a time and place to be named in such summons, 
and every such summons shall be served on the 
party offending either in person or by Jeaving the 
snme at his usual or last known place of abode, and 
upon the appearance of the party complained 
avainst or in his absence after proof of the due 
service of such summons, it shall be lawful for such 
magistrate to proceed to the hearing of the coim- 
plauint which complaint shall he reduced to writing, 
and upon proof of the offence either by the confes- 
sion of the party complained against, or upon the 
oath or solemn affirmation of one credible witness 
or more, it shall be lawful for such Magistrate to 
convict the offender, and upon such conviction to 
udjudge the offender to pay the penalty or forfei- 
ture incurred as well as such costs attending the 
conviction as such Magistrate or Assistant Magis- 
trate shall think fit, which penalty or forfeiture and 
costs so adjudged may be levied by distress. 


LIV. And itis eracted, that where in this Act 
or in Act No. XVI. of 1847, any sum of money 
whether in the nature of penalty or otherwise is 
directed to be levied by distress, such sum of 
money shall be levied by distress and sale of the 
Goods and Chattels of the party liable to pay the 
same, and the overplus arising from such Goods 
and Chattels after satisfying such sum of money, 
and the expenses of the distress and sale shall be 
returned on demand to the party whose Goods 
shall have been destrained. 


LV. And it is enacted, that no distress levied 
by virtue of this Act, or of Act No. XVI. of 1847, 
shall be deemed unlawful, nor shall any party 
making the same be deemed a trespasser on account 
of any defect ur want of form in the summons, 
conviction, warrant of distress, or other proceeding 
relating thereto, nor shall any such party be decm- 
ed a trespasser ab Initio on account of any irregu- 
larity afterwards committed by him, but all persona 
aggrieved by such defect or irregularity may and 
shall recover full satisfaction for the special damage 
in at action on the case in Her Majesty’s said 
Supreme Court. 


LVI. And it is enacted, that the Magistrate by 
whom any such penalty or forfeiture shall be im- 
Sg may when the application thereof is not 

erwise provided for, award not more than one- 
half thereof to the informer, and shall award the 
Temainder to the said Commiasioners to be by them 


applied to the purposes of this Act as to them shall 
appear fit, and shall order the same to be paid over 
to the Clerk of the said Commissioners for that 
purpose whose receipt shall be a good and suffici- 
ent discharge to thé person so pay ing the same. 


LVII. And it is enacted, that no person shall 
be liable to the payment of any penalty or torfei- 
ture imposed by virtue of this Act, fur any offence 
complained of before a Magistrate, uuless the com- 

laint respecting such offence shall have been made 
batons such Magistrate within six months next 
after the commission of such offence. 


LVUI. And it is enacted, that if through any 
act, neglect or default, on account whereof any 
person shall have incurred any penalty impused by 
this Act, any damage to the property of the said 
Cominissioners shall have been committed by such 
person, he shall be liable to make good such dam- 
age as well as to pay such penalty, and the amount 
of such damages shall in case of dispute be deter- 
mined by the Magistrate by whom the party in- 
curring such penalty shall have been convicted, 
and in case such damages shall not be paid on de- 
mand the same may be recovered by action of debt 
or on the case in [ler Majesty’s suid Supreme 
Court of Judicature. 


LIX. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for any Magistrate to summon any person to appear 
before im asa witness in any matter in wack 
such Magistrate shall have jurisdiction under the 
provisions of this Act at atime and place to be 
mentioned in such summons, and require from bim 
an oath or solemn afhrmation that he will] testify 
the truth in such matter, and if any person so 
summoned shall without reasonable cause refuse or 
neglect to appear at the time and place appointed 
for that purpose, having been paid or tendered a 
reasonable sum for his expenses if from distance or 
any other cause he shall be lawfully entitled to 
claim such expenses, or if any person appearing 
shall refuse to be examined on his oath or solemn 
affirmation according to law, or to give evidence 
before such Magistrate or Assistant Magistrate, 
every such person shall for every such offence fur- 
feit and pay a sum not exceeding fifty Rupees. 


LX. And it is enacted, that in Acts No. XVI. 
of 1847, and No. XXII. of 1847, and in this Act, the 
following words and expressions shall have the 
several meanings hereby assigned to them, unless 
there be something in the subject or context re- 
pugnant to such construction (that is to say,) 
words importing the singular number shall include 
the plural number, and words importing the plural 
number shall include the singular number, words 
importing the masculine gender only shall include 
females unless the word male is used. The 
word “ person” shall include corporations whether 
aggregate or sole. The words ‘* Oath,” “ Affir- 
mation,” and “ Solemn Affirmation” when used 
alone shall include oath or affirmation or other 
declaration lawfully substituted for an oath in such 
case by any Legislative Act of the Governor Gene- 
ral of India in Council, or by any Act of the Par- 
liament of Great Britain extended to India. The 
word “ Street” shall include any square, circus, 
street, court, alley, footpath, highway, lane, road, 
thoroughfare, public passage, or other public place 
within the said Town. The words ‘ the said Com- 
missioners” shall mean the Commissioners for the 
time being appointed under the provisions of Act 
No. XVI. of 1847.

Whereas doubts have arisen as to the meaning 
of the woids “ ‘Uhug” and “Thuaggee,” and the 
expression ‘Murder by Thuggee,” when used in 
the Acts of the Council of India :— 


It is hereby declared and enacted, that the 
word “Vhug” when used in any Act heretofore 
passed by the Council of India, shall be taken to 
have meant and to mean a person who Is, or has 
at any time been habitually associated with any 
other or others for the purpose of committing, by 
means intended by such person or known by such 
person to be likely to cause the death of any 
person, the offeuce of Child-stealing or the offence 
of Robbery not amounting to Dacoity. And that 
the word © Thugagee” when used in such Acts 
shall be taken to have meant and to mean the 
offence of committing or attempting any such 
Child-stealing or Robbery by a ‘Thug. And that 
the expression “ Murder by Thuggee” when 
used in such Acts shall be taken to have ineant 
and to mean Murder when employed as the means 
of committing such Child-stealing or such Robbery 
by a Thug.

The following Act passed by the Governor 
General of India in Council on the 26th Febru- 
ary, 1848, is hereby promulgated for general 
information : 

Act No IV. or 1848, 
An Act for regulating Coroner's Juries. 


It is hereby enacted, that from and after the 
First day of May, 1848, on all ¥nquests to be held 
by the Coroners of Calcutta, Madras or Bombay, 
no greater number than five Jurors shall be neces- 
sary, and that every finding of a Jury consisting 
of five Jurors shall be to all intents and purposes 
as good, valid and effectual in Law, as if such 
finding had been the finding of twelve Jurors. 


II. And itis hereby enacted, that when any 
person shall have been duly summoned to attend 
as a Juror by any of the said Coroners and shall fail 
or neglect to attend at the time and place speci- 
fied in such summons, it shall be lawful for any 
such Coroner to cause such person to be apenly 
called in his Court three times to appear and serve 
as a Juror, and upon the non-appearance of such 


person and proof that such summons has been 
served upon him, or left at his uaual place of 
abode, to impose such fine upon the person g, 
making default, not exceeding Iifty Rupees, ag to 
such Coroner shall seem fit, and such Coroner 
shall make out and sign a Certificate, containip 

the name and surname, the residence and trade 
or calling of every person so making default, toge. 
ther with the amount of the fine which shall have 
been imposed, and the cause of such fine, and shall 
transmit such certificate to one of the Magistrates 
of the Presidency of which he is the Coroner, and 
shall cause a copy of such certificate to be served 
upon the person so fined, by having it left at hig 
usual place of residence, or by sending the same 
through the Post Office, addressed as aforesaid, 
and thereupon such Magistrate shall cause such 
fine to be levied according to the provisions of 
Act No. Il. of 1839, in the same manner as if 
such fine had been imposed by himself. 


III. And whereas it is expedient to make pro- 
visions for supporting Coroner’s Inquisitions and 
for preventing the same from being quashed on 
account of technical defects : 


It 1s therefore hereby enacted, that no In- 
quisition found upon or by any Inquest of any 
of the said Coroners, nor any judgment recorded 
upon or by virtue of any such Inquisition shall be 
quashed, stayed or reversed for want of the aver- 
ment therein, of any matter unnecessary to be 
proved, nor for the omission of the words with 
force and arms,” or of the words “ against the 
peace,” or of the words “ against the form of the 
Statute,” or for the omission or insertion of any other 
words or expressions of mere form or surplusage, 
nor for the insertion of the words “ pon their 
oath,” instead of the words “ upon their oaths,” 
nor for omitting to state the time at which the 
offence was committed when time is not of the 
essence of the offence, nor for stating the time 
imperfectly, mor because any person or per- 
sons mentioned in any such Inquisition is or 
are designated by a name of office or other des- 
criptive appellation instead of his, her or their 
proper name or names, nor by reason of the non- 
insertion of the names of the Jurors in the body of 
any such Inquisition, or of any difference in the 
spelling of the namcs of any of the Jurors in the 
body of any such Inquisition and the names sub- 
scribed thereto, nor because any Juror or Jurors 
shall have set his or their mark or marks to any 
such Inquisition instead of subscribing his or their 
name or names thereto, nor because any such 
mark or marks is or are unattested, provided that 
the name or names of such Juror or Jurors is or 
are set forth, nor because any Juror or Jurors has 
or have signed his or their Christian name or 
names or other name or names which is not or are 
not a family name or names by means of an initial 
or partial signature only, and not at full length, 
nor because of any erasures or inter-lineations ap- 
pearing in any such Inquisition, unless the same 
shall be proved to have been made therein after 
the same was signed, nor (except only in cases of 
murder or manslaughter) for or by reason of any 
such Inquisition not being duly sealed or written 
upon parchment, nor by reason of any such Inqui- 
sition having been taken before any Deputy 
instead of the Coroner himself, nor because the 
Coroner and Jury did not all view the body at one 
and the same instant, provided that they all viewed 
the body at the first sitting of the Inquest, and in 
all or any such cases of technical defect as are 
hereinbefore mentioned, it shall be lawful for any 


Judge of Her Majesty’s Supreme Court at the 
Presidency at which such Inquest shall have been 
held, if he shall so think fit, upon the occasion of 
any such Inquisition being called in question 
before him, to order the same to be amended in any 
of the respects aforesaid, and the same shall forth- 
with be amended accordingly. 


IV. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for each of the Coroners of Calcutta, Madras and 
Bombay from time to time to appoint by writing 
under his hand and seal a fit and proper person, 
guch appointment being subject to the approval of 
the Governor of the Presidency of which he is the 
Coroner, to act for him as his Deputy in the hold- 
ing of Inquests; and all Inquests taken and other 
acts performed by any such Deputy Coroner 
under and by virtue of any such appointment shall 
be deemed and taken to be the acts and deeds of 
the Coroner by whom such appointment was made. 
Provided that no such Deputy shall act for any 
such Coroner except during the illness of the said 
Coroner or during his absence for any lawful and 
reasonable cause. Provided also that every such 
appointment may at any time be cancelled aud 
revoked by the Coroner by whom the same was 
made,

An Act for extending certam provisions of the Law 
relating to professional Dacoits to other pr ofes- 
sional Thieves and Robbers, 


I]. Whereas it is expedient to extend the provi- 
sions of the Law for the conviction of professional 
Dacoits to other professional Thieves and Robbers: 

It is therefore hereby enacted, that whosoever 
shall be proved to have belonged either before or 
after the passing of this Act, to any Gang of pro- 
fessional Thieves or Robbers not bemg a Gang of 
Dacoits, either within or without the Territories 
of the East India Company, shall be punished with 
imprisonment with hard labour for any term not 
exceeding seven years, in any Jail within the said 
Territories 

Il. And it is hereby enacted, that any person 
accused of the offence of belonging to any such 
Gang as aforesaid, or of the oftence of unlawfully 
and knowingly receiving or buying property stolen 
or plundered by any such Gang, may he commit- 
ted by any Magistrate within the Territones of 
the Kast India Company, and may be tried by any 
Court which would have been competent to try 
him if his offence had been committed within the 
Zillah where that Court sits. 

ff And itis hereby enacted, that no Court 
shall on the trial of any offence under this Act 
require any Futwa from any Law Officer. 

Ordered, that the Draft now read be published 
for general information. 

Ordered, that the said Draft be re-considered at 
the first meeting of the Legislative Council of 
India after the 19th day of May next.
